It would appear that a rather knotty 
proposition confronts Governor Smith 
In the case of Lee Holmes, the Mc- 
Intosh county negro, sentenced to be 
hanged for the murder of Dr. E. A. 
Sands, of Tattnall county. Holmes has 
been granted a respite until Friday, 
February 28. and by that time it is ex- 
pected a decision will be reached. 

The prison commission has twice rec- 
ommended to the governor that com- 
mutation to life imprisonment be grant- 
ed in this case, and when the papers 
were last sent to the govergwr one of 
the commissioners, Hon. Thomas Eason, 
dissented from the recommendation, 
holding to the view that Holmes should 
pay the penalty on the gallows. The 
two other commisstoners, Chairman Jo- 
Seph S. Turner and General Clement A. 
Evans, recommended commutation. 

Owing to his relationships and friend- 
Ships in Tattnall! county, Commissioner 
Eason thought for a time that he was 
disqualified to sit in the case. It ap- 
pears; however, he did not hold to that 
view, as he has presented a minority 
report, so to speak, urging the death 
penalty, 

After the Holmes case first went to 
the governor: with favgrable recom- 
mendation from the prison commission, 
several petitions were sent in from 
Tattnall and McIntosh countieg urging 
the governor not to approve the rec- 
ommendation of the commission, but te 
let Holmes go to the gallows 

With these petitions the governor 
sent the papers back to the prison 
commission, asKing it to reopen the 
case for further consideration. which 
it did, with the result that a second 
time clemency was recommended, = ac- 
companied by the dissent of Commis- |, 
sioner Eason. 
of Recomt.endation. 

The ground upoOn which the 
conymssion urged commutation was 
the possibility that Dr. Sands" death 
might have been the result of accident, 
rather than deliberate intent on the 
part of Holmes to kill him or anyone 
else. The evidence in the case, it is 
said, showed that Holmes and another 
negro were engaged in a row, and it 
was claimed that Holmes, in trying to 
kill the other negro, flred a wild shot 
that killed Dr. Sands, who was siiting 
some distance away on a bale of cot- 
ton, and who had no part whatever in 
the difficulty between the two men. 

After the killing an attempt was 
made to lynch Holmes. and this was 
only prevented by the sheriff's carrying 
him to Brunswick. Holmes asserts 
he was not trying to shoot the 
negro with wohm he was scuffling, but 
was seeking to wrest a pistol from his 
hands, and in the scuffle the pistol was 
accidentally discharged with fatal re- 
sults. In further proof of this he states 
that he was not facing Dr. Sands, and 
that if he had intentionally fired at 
the negro, the bullet would have taken 
a different direction from that in which 
Ir. Sands was. sitting.
